acute the necessity fo r immediate aid to reliev e the suf­ 
fering in this area: 
We are just beginning to learn the to tal number o f 
deaths fro m the hurricane in this district. 
To day the 
estimate is 2 ,3 00 dead. 
We hav e reco rds o f 1,5 00 
buried in v ario us cities and to wns. 
An additio nal num­ 
ber was buried in fields. 
‘‘Fifteen tho usand o f o ur peo ple are ho meless. Many 
o f o ur to wns are so co mpletely demo lished that no t a 
single building stands. 
“ Farm implements and liv esto ck were washed away . 
The peo ple rescued are desiro us o f getting back to 
wo rk, but are impo v erished.'' 
It must be remembered that the West Indes was 
struck by the same hurricane and a duplicate o f these 
co nditio ns no do ubt ex ists there.

ness of a divided Christendom, un­ 
able constantly to speak the truth, 
boldly to rebuke vice, patiently to 
suffer, if need be, for the truth’s 
sake, and bravely bear witness for 
Christ; the futility of an army— 
even of friendly allies without a 
united command, its inability to win 
the war for righteousness or hold 
for Christ a field already won.

Our own country has been echo­ 
ing of late with the shouts of voci­ 
ferous patriots insisting that 100 per 
cent Americanism is the solution of 
all our national problems; but it is 
perhaps characteristic 
that 
few 
have taken the time or trouble to 
inquire what Americanism is. 
The 
implicit assumption of a great deal 
of this noisy patriotism is that true 
Americansim consists in the preser­ 
vation intact, at worst, of the tra­ 
ditional prejudies and preferences 
of our own group or sect or race 
toward 
other 
groups with 
whom 
our contacts have been multiplied: 
at best, of the social and political 
traditions and habits bequeathed to 
us by the infallible wisdom of the 
“ founding fathers.” 
Such patriotism exhausts itself in 
enthusiasm for all that is old in 
American life but has no Interest 
or even room for the new expres­ 
sions of 
the 
American 
spirit in 
terms of the new conditions and 
problems of our national life. 
True Americanism, as Theodore 
Roosevelt loved to insist, is a living 
spirit: contageously exemplified in 
the fathers as they solved the prob­ 
lems of their day; but always re­ 
quiring reincarnation in each new 
generation, as it faces forward to 
meet the changing conditions and 
different problems of its own new 
day.

James 
E .Smith, president said today that 
five checks totalling $1,300 bore his 
forg ed sig nature, and that five olii- 
ers totalling $3,100 bore his g enu­ 
ine sig nature hiif w'cre unauthorized 
by him. 
AH the checks v/ere made pay able 
to Johnston whose salary w'as $ 6,- 
000 a y ear. 
The association, witli 
membership In 25 states is reg arded 
as a major force in the development 
of the nation’s inland waterw'ay s. 
Smith has insisted on repay ing 
$3,100 to the association say ing that 
it wuis his penalty for his “abiding 
faith in Johnston.” He now’ say s,

Johnston w'as 
reg arded as a “proteg e” of Smith. 
Former Cong ressman Cleveland A. 
New'ton, St. Louis, former cong ress­ 
ional leader in the watenvay s move­ 
ment, and counsel for the associa­ 
tion said today , that last Aug ust a 
friend of Johnston’s visited him and 
said Johnston was short in his ac­ 
counts, and that later Johnston him­ 
self came and admitted a shortag e, 
estimating it at $8,000.

The Sunday schools of the land are 
Setting under wa y again after a period of 
vacation or desultory attendance. 
Those 
who ta ke upon themselv es the burden of 
the religious education of y outh are ready 
to buckle down to what is conceded a real 
job. 
Young people do not turn out to 
Sunday school as they did a generation or 


tw o ago. 
The reason why would be inter­ 
esting and valuable. 
Time was when every child in every 
community dressed in his best on Sunday 
morning and started off to the church 
school forfeited with his lesson learned 
during the 
week. 
He memorized the 
golden text, and, likely as not, a consider­ 
able number of verses from the Bible. 
A 
wholesome ta ste 
for Biblical 
literature 
and a facility in Biblical quotation were 
u.-ually imparted in the Sunday school. 
But times have changed. A colleg e pro­ 
fessor recently discovered that his class in 
English literature could not identify 20 
percent of the Biblical allusions to be 
found in a selected group of Tenny son’s 
poems. 
Familiarity with the Bible and 
a ttenda nce upon Sunday school are mark­ 
ed by the same ratio of decline. 
The Sunday school today contends with 
competitors never thoug ht of in the oiden 
day s. 
The wa ning power of parental au­ 
thority is another enemy of stated religi­ 
ous education. 
But the great weakness 
lies in the antiquated equipment and the 
tiulgrown practices of backward churches. 
The contrast between the public school 
and .some Sunday schools is pathetic. The 
child feels this disparity even though he 
may not a na ly ze it. 
Happily , the churches understand this 
wea kness and are boldly attacking it. The 
pciiod of transition is upon the Sunday 
.^chool and upon methods in religious edu­ 
cation. 
The problem is a big one but it 
can and will be solved. 
1 hat it must be solved is the conviction 
d every true American, whether church­ 
g oer or not. 
Religious education is every 
bit as fundamental to the welfa re and 
as 
secular 
education. 
It must not decline either in 
fa v or or usefulnes.s. 
It must not even lag 
behind.
